THE HENDRICKS TRIAL.

Important Witnesscs on the Stand—Hen-
dricks' Nnmerous Confesslons.

Ray Boyer, the woman at whose house
Hendricks Hved, was again on the wit-
ness stand during the morning session
of the court, The woman admitted
having sworn falsely on o farmer oeea-
glon, but if ghe tella the truth now, then
Hendrieks was undoubtedly one of the
murderers of Barney Relek, She testi-
fled that about 8 o'clock on the evening
of the murder Hendrlcks and one of the
others came to her house with thelr
hands covered with blood, that after
having wasghed thémaclves Hendricks
drew a roll of Hills from his pocket and
the two sat down at o table and divided
the money, They stated to her that
they had robbed Barney Reick and
Hendricks also admitted that he struck
Relek harder than he intended to, One
of the men gave her $10 of the money.

The next witness was Detectlve Simp-
fon, who swas largely Instrumental in
bringing Hendricks within reach of the
law, Simpson detalled how he had ns-
sumed the role of a erlminal and been
lodged In the county jall In n cell ad-
Joining that of Hendricks and won the
Intter's confldence, After Hendrleks'
discharge from jall Simpson managed
10 keep track of him and finndly met
him in Hoboken, New York and Drook-
Iyn, Hendricks, supposing Simpson to
be a fellow criminal, talked fresly to
himabout the killing of Relok, as freely,
in fact, as he had to the Boyer womnn.
During the course of thelr Intervicws in
New York and Hoboken Hendrleks sug-
gested other erlmes; among them a plan
Tor rohbing an express cear of the Dela-
wars, Lackawanne and Western Rall-
road company. He also admitted that
he knew all about the blowlng up of the
Ttallan hoarding house on the moun-
taln near Laurel Run, and tha't he had
reeelved a portlon of the mohey seoured
from that robbery., The evidence of
Detpetive Simpson wns very much the
same as that of the other detectlve who
operated with him, and to whom Hen-
dricks had also made admissions simi-
lar to those made to Bimpson and to
the woman.

The last witness examined yesterday
wig Mr. MeSweeney, of the Barring &
MeSBweeney detectlyve agency, His evl-
denee was merely corroborative of that
of the two detectives, Stmpson and
Kelghron. The witnesses for the proge-
cution haveallbeen frightfully badgered
by the eounsel for the defense, their
purpose evidently being to impress the
Jury with the idea that detectives have
a financinl Anterest In convicting the ac-
cuged, Court adjournsd at ¢ o'clock
with MeSsveeney still on the stand,

are go angry over the defest of the
Quay county hill that they are thrent-
ening to retullate on the Republean
party of Lugerne, Benator Quay also
comes under the displeasure of these
angry people. It nppears that an earn-
est appeal was made to the senator to
go to Harrlsburg and exert hia Influ-
ence In behalf of the new county that
was to be named In his honor, Evident-
1y the senator declined to do this and it
s even now proposed to drop the name
of Quay and return to the orlginal
Hazle. The Hazleton Sentinel says that
& number of prominent Hepublicans of
that section have held conferences and
resolved to send strong commlittves to
Harrisburg to make a final desperate
effort to pass the bill hefore the present
session of the leglslature ends, Thrents
are thrown out that the Itepublicans of
the lower end of the county will here-
after act independently in local polities
and in ‘this way infllct punlshment on
the party brethren at the county seat.

There {8 o gquestion that the political
revolution which has In recent years
made Luzerne county Republican is in
Inrge measure attributable to the work
of the Republicans in Hazleton and that
seotion, There are good politicians In
that end of the county, as is shown by
the fact that they have wrested the
atate senatorship and the congressman
from the Wilkes-Darre end., The Re-
publicans of the county scat took this
in good part and thought the lower ond
might remain content in the old coun-
ty. There is no doubt that the Hagle-
ton new county boomers will make one
more desperate effort to reverse the
actlon of the house In the new county
bill, and unless the eounty seat oppon-
ents of division do something to resist
the onslaught It may yet succeed.

The people of Wilkes-Harre are not
by any means a unit in opposition to
the new county project, There are
many here who quletly sympathlze
with the lower endd people and woull
not be at all sorry to see them get up
for themselves, Politically the lower
end 18 an uncertalnty quantity, and the
cutting off of that sectlon would make
the balance of old Luserne more ns-
suredly Republican In ordinary ocam-
palgna.
